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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14. Applicant's submission filed on March 
18, 2005 has been entered. 

2. Claims 1-9 and 23-34 are pending. Applicant's March 18, 2005 Amendment and 
REMARKS have been reviewed. The previous rejections are withdrawn pursuant 
thereto. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

4. Claims 1-9 and 23-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated 
by Van Horn et al., US 6,631 ,356. 
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Van Horn discloses a method for aggregating and satisfying demands from 
different users, e.g. a buying group co-op, for at least one item, e.g. featured travel 
product of interest 1 14, providing the aggregated information to a plurality of suppliers, 
e.g. merchants, receiving at least one proposed response to each of the users based on 
the user identification information wherein different users can determine whether to 
commit to purchasing the item. Note that the user may commit to purchase the product 
of interest 114, but need not do so. Thus, he aggregated information is independent of 
the . Applicant's March 18, 2005 Amendment and REMARKS have been reviewed, but 
are moot in light of the new grounds of rejection.
